Paul was an educated man. What did 
he say about this power? 1 Cor. 2:4, 5,

tion myself. Education backed by 
power and the Spirit of God is won- 
derful, but it is true that edu- 


cation alone will not bring conviction. 
It is the humble spirit of the servant that 
looks to God.

I count it a privi- 
lege to be able to enjoy the wonderful 
presence of God. 

You say, “Shouting is not religion.’ 
No, but it goes with it if you live good.

I believe that you will 
be able to feel His presence, and that He 
will manifest Himself in some way if it 
is just tears of joy.

“Charity suffereth long, and is kind;

THE WALK OF BELIEVERS 


“And be ye kind one to another, ten- 
derhearted, forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you.” Eph, 4:32. 


There is nothing that would be so 
effective as the manifestation of love one 
for another. There is a lack of tender- 
heartedness in so many Christians today. 
Some seem to think they are called on to 
find all the faults they can of others and 
seem to pride themselves in their knowl- 
edge and_ ability to straighten out such 
defects, claiming that they must keep the 
Church clean. This is all necessary but if 
the proper love was manifested and the 
care of lost souls was the watchword of 
both ministers and laity, these things 
could be adjusted in a more profitable 
way. We are taught that if our brother 
be overtaken in a fault we which are 
spiritual should restore such a one in the 
meekness of the Spirit lest we also be 
tempted. There is nothing that will take 
the place of kindness and this is a real 
gift from God. Some are not naturally 
kind but when the love of God fills 
their hearts there should be that kindness 
that will prevail and direct our lives that 
would cause us to manifest the kindness 
that is so needful in every Christian life.

This truly is the one pearl of 
great price. 
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THE MINISTRY SUMMARY 

See 2 Cor. 6:1-6. v. 1. “We then as 
workers together with him, beseech you 
also that ye receive not the grace of God 
in vain.” 

Here we are admonished as workers to- 
gether with Him. The ministry should be 
separated from the world and Christ has 
promised to work with us, so we must 
depend on Him for our guidance, not 
taking things in our own hands and rui- 
ing according to our own pleasure, but 
with sacrifice and humbleness we should 
consider the welfare of others. This is the 
duty and work of a minister. The inter- 
est that he manifests in others goes to 
make up his life’s work and should we be 
careless and selfish in our labors we will 
certainly not do those things that Christ 
would have us do. We should give no of- 
fence, we are admonished to be patient 
and long suffering. We should nor re- 
sent things so quickly but after prayer 
and meditation we should pursue a 
course that is directed by the Holy Ghost. 
If this is done our ministry will certainly 
be effective. I am afraid that so many 
are not serious enough in their work for 
the lost. This certainly is one of the most 
noble callings in all the world and the 
man who gives his time and talent to the 
salvation of the lost and to the building 
up of the body of Christ, is doing one of 
the greatest works that can be done. We 
can’t afford to partake of anything that 
is worldly, though it may please some 
few, but by pureness and by longsuffer- 
ing, and Paul said by stripes, imprison- 
ments, and tumults of labors, watchings 
and fastings we approve ourselves as min- 
isters of God.

God help us to realize our 
life’s work is quickly passing and we 
must adhere to those things that are writ- 
ten in this Word if we expect to receive 
our great reward.

Good Soldiers Endure Hard- 
ness 


“Thou therefore endure hardness, as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ,” 2 Tim. 2: 
LE 

I have felt impressed for some time to 
write a few lines on this subject as we 
see the war clouds gathering, both na- 
tional and spiritual, and Paul here is giv- 
ing instructions to Timothy to be strong 
and brave and have spiritual power. Dear 
soldiers everywhere, we are called and 
chosen to be good soldiers and in order 
to be one we must endure. Webster says 
to endure means to support without 
breaking or yielding, to put up with, 
bear with patience, to remain firm as un- 
der suffering, to suffer without giving 
up. 

Enduring temptations.—James 1:12 
says, “Blessed is the man that endureta 
temptation, for when he is tried, he shall 
receive the crown of life, which the Lord 
hath promised to them that love him.” 
(No crown without the trial.) 

Mark 4:14-17, “The sower soweth the 
word. And these are they by the way 
side, where the word.is sown; but when 
they have heard, Satan cometh immedi- 
ately, and taketh away the word that 
was scwn in their hearts. And these are 
they likewise which are sown on stony 
ground; who, when they have heard the 
word, immediately receive it with glad- 
ness; and have no root in themselves, and 
so endure but for a time: afterward, 
when affliction or persecution ariseth for 
the word’s sake, immediately they are 
of fended.” 

Now, we see so many soldiers weaken- 
ing as the battle grows harder, just when 
it seems they are most needed to stand to 
show others. The battle is on. Mark 13: 
13 says, ““And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name’s sake: but he that 
shall endure unto the end, the same shall 
be saved.” These ‘‘all men” are those who 
oppose the truth, whether father, mother, 
sister, or brother, wife or husband. 
Jesus says “‘ye shall be hated” if you will 
be a good soldier unto the end. Paul says 
again, 2 Tim. 3:10, 11, “But thou hast 
fully known my doctrine (or teaching), 
manner of life, purpose, faith longsuf- 
fering, charity, patience, persecutions, at- 
flictions, which came unto me at An- 
tioch, at Iconium, at Lystra; what perse- 
cutions I endured: but out of them all 
the Lord delivered me.” I believe these 
are some of the hardness that proves a 
good soldier, and probably some are now 


going through some of these to get ready 
for a harder battle. 


Sometimes we think we can’t stand but 
read Eph. 6:10, 11, “Finally, my breth- 
ren, be strong in the Lord, and in the 
power of his might. Put on the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the devil.” 
Now the Spirit says the Lord wants con- 
secrated soldiers. May the dear Lord help 
us everywhere not to faint but pray and 
have that love that endureth all things. 


This is the reason we endure, Heb. 
12:2, “Looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; who for the joy 
that was set before him endured the 
cross, despising the shame, and is set down 
at the right hand of the throne of God.” 
v. 3, “For consider him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest ye be wearied and faint in 
your minds.”
